At 10:42 a.m., 1/29/64, Assistant Director W. C. 
SULLIVAN called and requested that SAC MAYNOR also submit an 
affidavit concerning possibility that OSWALD acted as an 
Informant and was paid for his services. 

Mr. SULLIVAN suggested the affidavit point out that 
SAC MAYNOR was SAC while OSWALD resided in New Orleans, gave 
no instructions that OSWALD be developed as an Informant and 
knows no effort was made to develop him as an informant. 

Further, SULLIVAN suggested that MAYNOR point out 
that since OSWALD was not an Informant, he was not paid any 
money for such alleged services and it would be impossible 
for OSWALD to have been paid since any funds for such purposes 
are under the control of the SAC. 
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
